Those  who  are  interested  in  fine  English  and  French  pieces  of  the 
eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centuries  will  find  that  they  are  offered  a  wide 
range  of  choice  in  the  lots  assembled  for  sale  at  these  Galleries  and  herein 
described. 

The  important  set  of  Hepplewhite  chairs,  consisting  of  two  arm  chairs 
and  twelve  side  chairs,  are  of  the  period  and  are  most  unusual  not  only  because 
of  their  quality,  but  also  because  of  the  number  and  condition. 

The  eighteenth  century  English  mirrors  are  of  the  first  water,  and  there 
are  two  pairs  of  old  side  lights — one  with  the  blue  and  white  crystals  and 
the  other  with  the  well-known  Adam  design  of  the  honeysuckle. 

The  gilt  sofa  called  a  confidante  is  rare  and  would  be  an  admirable  high- 
light in  the  decor  of  an  Adam  drawing  room. 

One  of  the  items  consists  of  a  superb  pair  of  white  and  gold  Adam  chairs 
of  the  period,  built  on  the  most  graceful  and  charming  lines. 

The  old  green  lacquer  and  painted  Adam  commode  is  very  rare  and 
suitable  either  for  a  dining  room  or  a  salon. 

There  are  many  objects  of  charm  and  beauty  which  should  appeal  to 
those  who  are  about  to  furnish  or  rearrange  their  homes.
